LICENSE RENEWAL INFORMATION 


i- Attach a photocopy, or the original, of your license to the FCC Form 
610 (available from ARRL HG; SASE, please). 

2~ Mail to FCC, FPO Box 1020, Gettysburg, FPA 17226. There is no fee. 

a If you file before the license expiration date, you may continue toa 
operate beyond the expiration date and until the new license arrives. 
After expiration, there is a two-year grace period under which you may 
still renew without retesting and retain your current call. 

4~ You may apply to have your license renewed at any time during the 
term of the license. FCC suggests the application be made approximately 
90 days before expiration. 

S~ If you are simply modifying your license (change of address, for 
example) you must fill out a Form 610. Incidently, your license will 
also be renewed for 10 years at this time. 

é~- If you have any questions or problems, drop a note to the Regulatory 
Information Department, ARRL HQ. 


If your license expiration date is on file in the data-base, the 
CARC Secretary will mail you mambers a 610 Form, as a reminder, 3 month 
before expiration. 
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
